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Director  Solicits  Aid 
To  Oppose  Decommission  of 
Green  Airwoy  No.  2 

The  Director  of  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commis- 
sion has  contacte<i  various  State,  Federal  and  aviation 
officials,  soliciting  their  aid  in  stopping  the  decommission- 
ing of  Green  Airway  No.  2 and  its  intricate  low  frequency 
radio  aids  as  proposed  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency 

The  following  is  information  used  by  Mr.  Wiley  in 
supporting  Montana’s  position  regarding  Green  2.  Mr 
Wiley  pointed  out  to  the  various  authorities  that  the  Mon- 
tana Aeronautics  Commission  has  made  a survey  of  air- 
craft in  Montana  equipped  with  radio.  We  find  that  ap- 
proximately 65  percent  of  the  aircraft  in  the  state  have 
VHF  and  low  frequency  radio  receivers.  15  percent  have 
low  frequency  transmitters  and  26  percent  have  no  radio. 
Nearly  all  pilots  in  our  mountains  make  use  of  our  low 
frequency  radio  ranges  for  navigation  and  for  weather 
information. 

A very  important  factor  concerning  weather  informa- 
tion is  getting  a weather  report  from  the  communicator 
at  the  station  nearest  to  your  flight  course.  In  numerous 
cases  of  aircraft  trouble,  the  station  communicators  have 
been  able  to  talk  the  pilot  to  a safe  landing  due  to  their 
familiarity  with  the  terrain.  Pilots  in  our  area  appreciate 
this  service.  They  have  relied  for  many  years  on  the  var- 
ious types  of  assistance  given  them  by  the  personnel  of 
the  flight  service  stations. 

The  installation  of  VOR  radio  facilities  does  not  give 
complete  geographic  coverage  in  our  mountainous  areas 
or  in  the  flat  country  in  eastern  Montana.  The  FAA  has 
attempted  to  make  dual  purpose  of  our  VOR  stations, 
using  them  both  for  communications  and  as  landing  fa- 
cilities. A greater  range  could  be  obtained  by  VOR  sta- 
tions if  they  were  located  on  high  points  instead  of  ad- 
jacent to  an  airport  at  a low  point  or  in  a valley.  We  need 
more  VOR  stations,  particularly  along  the  northern  border 
of  Montana.  This  area  is  now  served  by  an  airway  with 
scheduled  airline  sers'ice  which  docs  not  have  VOR  cov- 
erage. 

The  Montana  Pilots'  Association  circulated  a petition 
upon  which  they  obtained  the  signatures  of  several  hun- 
dred pilots  The  MPA  requested  that  the  FAA  continue 
the  operation  of  low  frequency  ranges  now  in  existence 
for  a period  of  five  years  or  until  adequate  coverage  has 
been  made  by  VOR  installations.  The  petition  will  be 
submitted  to  Senator  Mansfield.  Official  action  taken  has 
included  the  following;  request  to  the  FAA  that  they  con- 
tinue the  operation  of  Green  Airway  No.  2 through  Mon- 
tana, continue  the  low  frequency  range  station  at  Lewis- 
town.  establish  a VOR  station  at  Havre  before  removing 
the  Lewistown  low  frequency  range  station  and  that  they 
do  not  remove  any  existing  stations  in  Montana. 

The  cost  of  telephone  service  in  the  removing  of  sta- 
tions is  helieved  to  etjiial  or  exceed  any  savings  of  sal- 
aries which  would  he  made  in  the  removal  of  personnel 
from  an  existing  station. 

It  is  requested  that  you  support  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana and  the  aviation  industry  of  Montana  in  requesting 
the  FAA  to  continue  the  operation  of  low  frequency 
ranges  now  in  existence  in  mountainous  areas  for  a period 
of  five  years.  It  is  further  requested  that  you  support  the 
State  of  Montana  and  the  aviation  industry  of  Montana 
by  requesting  the  FAA  make  necessary  changes  in  the 
existing  VOR  station  locations  and  make  additional  VOR 
installations  to  give  adequate  navigational  and  flight 
service  coverage  to  all  areas  in  Montana.

Boeing  Short-Range  Jet  Coining 

Boeing  has  designed  a short-range  jet  which  it  ex- 
pects to  replace  the  Caravelles.  The  aircraft,  to  be  known 
as  the  737,  will  have  three  tail-mounted  turbo-fan  engines. 
The  maximum  gross  weight  will  be  under  100.000  pounds. 
The  theory  behind  development  of  the  "737  is  that  even- 
tually, all  air  travel  will  be  by  pure  jet,  due  to  public 
demand. 

The  737  will  be  suitable  for  routes  now  being  served 
by  the  propeller-driven  Martin  and  Convair  equipment. 


Take-Off  Clearance  to  Be  Refused 

Acting  under  authority  given  in  Section  601  of  the 
Federal  Aviation  Act.  the  FAA  has  advised  its  controllers 
to  refuse  clearance  to  all  commercial  revenue  flights 
when  the  visibility  is  below  one  quarter  mile  (or  RVR 
less  than  2.000  feet).  Previously,  clearance  was  given 
solely  with  respect  to  traffic  conditions — now,  gone  are 
the  days  of  the  towcr'.s  response  to  take-off  clearance  with 
"Visibility  -/cro.  ceiling  /.ero,  cleared  for  take-off  . . . Good 
Luck!”  These  new  instructions  do  not  apply  to  executive 
or  private  aircraft  flights  with  no  revenue  load  nor  to  air 
carrier  training,  ferry,  or  test  hops.  This  FAA  order  re- 
sults presumably  from  congressional  demands  for  "ac- 
tion" as  an  aftermath  of  the  fatal  C-46  football  charter 
crackup  at  Toledo  during  heavy  fog. 


They  Won't  Ron  On  Worer

Review  of  accident  reports  reveals  that  the  cause 
factors  of  most  power  failures  attributed  to  fuel  contami- 
nation are  due  to  inadequate  preflight  action  by  the  pilot, 
lack  of  proper  maintenance,  servicing  aircraft  from  im- 
properly filtered  small  tanks  or  drums,  and  storing  air- 
craft with  partially  filled  fuel  tanks  which  may  result 
in  condensation  and  contamination  of  the  fuel. 

In  many  cases,  accumulated  material  around  the 
fuel  tank  drain  plugs  definitely  indicated  that  the  plugs 
had  not  been  removed  over  a lung  period  of  time,  and  in 
several  instances,  it  was  revealed  that  the  drain  plugs 
had  not  been  removed  since  their  original  installation  by 
the  manufacturer. 

The  following  maintenance  should  be  conducted  in 
100-hour  and  periodic  inspections; 

1.  Inspect  and  clean  the  tank  fuel  outlet  finger  strain- 
er 

2.  Inspect  and  clean  the  inlet  carburetor  screen,  and 
fuel  gascolator  quick  drain  sediment  bowl. 

3.  Flush  the  carburetor  bowl. 

It  is  suggested  that  aircraft  owners  be  encouraged 
to  have  quick  drain  valves  installed  in  their  aircraft  fuel 
tanks.  The  use  of  quick  drain  valves  in  the  fuel  tanks 
makes  it  practical  to  keep  the  tanks  free  of  significant 
quantities  of  water  and  contamination.  Checking  the  fuel 
tanks  for  water,  in  addition  to  the  gascolator,  should  be 
common  practice  during  the  preflight  inspection  as  it  can 
minimize  the  hazard  of  power  failure  due  to  fuel  con- 
tamination. 

The  fueling  of  aircraft  from  cans  and  drums  should 
be  discouraged  as  this  practice  introduces  a major  likeli- 
hood of  fuel  contamination.  Should  it  be  necessary  to  do 
this,  the  fuel  should  always  be  strained  through  a chamois 
skin  that  is  in  good  condition. 

Preliminary  tests  of  a high  wing  light  aircraft  fuel 
system  revealed  certain  conditions  which  are  potentially 
dangerous  and  arc  not  believed  to  be  generally  known 
by  pilots. 

After  all  water  was  removed  from  the  fuel  system, 
three  gallons  of  water  were  added  to  the  half  full  fuel 
tank.  After  a few  minutes  the  fuel  strainer  (gascolator) 
was  checked  for  water.  It  was  necessary  to  drain  ten 
liquid  ounces  of  fuel  before  any  water  appeared.  This  is 
considerably  more  than  most  pilots  drain  during  their 
preflight  inspection. 

In  a second  test  with  the  same  aircraft  in  level  al- 
titude, the  fuel  system  was  again  cleared  of  all  water; 
then  one  gallon  of  water  was  added  to  the  half  full  fuel 
tank.  Upon  checking  the  fuel  strainer  (gascolator  quick 
drain),  more  than  a quart  of  fuel  was  drained  before  any 
water  appeared. 

In  both  of  the  above  described  tests,  about  nine  ounces 
of  water  remained  in  the  fuel  tank  ceased  to  show  any 
trace  of  water.  This  residual  water  could  be  removed  only 
by  draining  the  tank  sumps. 

Two  significant  findings  emerged  from  the  above 
tests  and  from  tests  made  on  a plastic  mockup  of  a similar 
fuel  system: 

1.  When  water  was  introduced  into  the  fuel  tank,  it 
immediately  settled  to  the  bottom  of  the  lank,  but  did  not 
flow  down  the  fuel  lines  to  the  fuel  strainer  until  all  fuel 
was  drained  from  the  lines. 

2.  Since  it  was  found  impossible  to  drain  all  water 
from  the  tanks  through  the  fuel  lines,  it  was  necessary 
to  drain  the  fuel  tank  sumps  in  order  to  remove  all  water 
from  the  system. 

It  is  very  important  that  all  familiarize  themselves 
with  the  contamination  problem  and  take  the  above  rec- 
ommended action  to  eliminate  power  failure  due  to  this 
cause.

Roy  says,  ‘‘it  will  cruise 
HO  mph  and  is  supposed  to  have  a 22,000  ceiling;  how- 
ever. she  gets  pretty  sick  at  15.000."

Wiley's  Old  Ryan  Finds  a Home 

North  Dakota  Historicol  Society 
Acquires  First  Monoplane 
Flown  in  Montona 

A rare  collector's  item,  a Ryan  M-IC,  predecessor  of 
the  famed  “Spirit  of  St.  Louis.”  a Ryan  M-2  that  carried 
Charles  A.  Lindberg  across  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  May  20- 
21,  1927.  has  been  acquired  by  a North  Dakota  Historical 
Society. 

The  plane  is  (he  first  monoplane  to  be  flown  in  Mon- 
tana, and  is  believed  to  be  (he  first  ever  flown  in  North 
Dakota.  It  was  purchased  in  1927  by  the  Westland  Oil 
Company  of  Scobey,  Montana.  The  oil  company's  pilot 
at  that  time  was  Frank  Wiley,  who  is  now  Director  of  the 
Montana  Aeronautics  Commission. 

After  Westland  Oil  Company  got  rid  of  the  airplane 
Peter  C-  Moe  from  Watford  City,  North  Dakota,  own^ 
and  flew  it  for  several  years.  In  1934,  Moe  put  the  old 
Ryan  in  the  livery  barn  where  it  gathered  dust  until  1948. 
In  that  year  it  was  purchased  by  another  Watford  City 
man,  who  stored  it  in  his  barn  for  seven  more  years.  About 
five  years  ago,  Clayton  Worst,  Jr.,  who  lives  near  Fair- 
view.  Montana  heard  about  the  airplane,  bought  it.  and 
yes.  you  guessed  it — back  into  the  barn. 

A few  weeks  ago,  the  collector’s  item,  still  bearing 
the  registration  number  2532,  assigned  to  it  by  the  De- 
partment of  Commerce,  there  being  no  FAA  at  that  time, 
found  its  way  out  of  the  cow  environment  and  into  a 
permanent  home  in  Minot  where  it  will  be  restored  and 
displayed  as  a historical  relic.  The  Ward  County,  North 
Dakota,  Historical  Society  considers  itself  fortunate  m 
obtaining  the  aircraft. 

The  Ryan  Aircraft  Company,  manufacturer  of  the 
plane  and  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  had  ex- 
pressed an  interest  in  the  old  Montana  air-trail-blazer.

Us*  of  Portable  FM  Radios 
Prohibited  in  Aircroft 

The  use  of  portable  FM  radios  on  U S.  civil  aircraft 
has  been  prohibited  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency.  The 
rule  was  based  on  results  of  an  investigation  of  the  effect 
of  portable  electronic  equipment  operated  in  aircraft,  in- 
cluding radios,  dictating  machines  and  recorders.  Only 
radios  having  oscillators  operating  within  or  very  near 
the  very  high  frequency  band  used  in  aircraft,  108  to  118 
megacycles,  affected  instruments  in  the  various  aircraft 
in  which  the  tests  were  made. 

More  detailed  tests  will  be  made  later  in  the  year. 
The  interference  discovered  by  the  FAA  affected  the 
VHF  radio  navigation  system  of  the  aircraft,  causing  the 
appearance  of  the  red  flag, indicating  to  the  pilot  that  the 
instrument  was  not  working  properly.  This  red  flag  warns 
the  pilot  not  to  trust  the  instrument,  and  thus  prevents 
the  instrument  from  giving  a faulty  indication.  In  most 
cases  of  interference,  the  flag  alarm  system  worked  sat- 
isfactorily. However,  to  preclude  the  chance  that  the  in- 
terference might  go  undetected,  the  FAA  has  established 
a rule  to  guide  carriers  and  commercial  operators. 

Pilots  of  other  aircraft  shall  not  permit  use  of  such 
radio  receivers  when  VOR  navigation  equipment  is  in 
use  on  their  planes.
